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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 1,3-11, 13-26 and 31-38 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore 
to be allowable over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to compounds of a 
given formula and a method of preparing said compounds. The compounds of claims 1,3-11, 13- 
18, 31-38 possess structural differences to the compounds of prior art documents and these 
differences are not suggested in the prior art, nor arc obvious over the prior art. For example, the 
compounds of the present invention contain different numbers of monosaccharide residues, 
structural linkages and different types of functional groups or moieties attached to their pyranose 
rings as compared to compounds of the prior art. Similarly, the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest the method recited in Claims 19-26.
